The CHAIRMAN having opened the business of the day, 
Mr. Alderman FARKBROTHER asked Mr. Bigoold whether he was to un- 
derstand that he had made up his mind with regard to an acquiescence in the 
ry tion of the examiners on the subject of the future remuneration to ‘be 
paid to himself as the secretary to the society ? 
After some cooversation, the nature of the duties which it was expected 
the secretary should perform was read to him in the following terms :—‘‘ That 
the secretary's salary be 2,000/. per annum, with the use of the house ia 
Surrey (excepting such part as was let to the fire-office), and that he attend 
all meetings of the directors, prepare and enter the minutes, conduct the cor- 
respoadence with agents, and the advertising, receiving. and giving receipts 
for daily payments, and cause the same to be sent to the bankers daily, 
making all payments, and g Hy conducting the affairs of the office not 
confided to the actuary.”"—Mr. BigNoup eventually consented to meet the 
wishes of the examiners.

“ OUR MONETARY SYSTEM.” 
—~>—- 

The present deranged state of the money-market, and the consequent 
injury which trade and commerce are suffering, bave directed public at- 
tention in a special to the subject of our currency, 

It seems to be admitted on ali hands, that a metallic curreney is not 
adequate to the exigencies of so great a commercial country as Great 
Britain, and that a recurrence must be made in some shape or ofher to a 
paper circulation. 

Tne only point on which a diversity of opinion exists, is as to the prin- 
ciples on which a paper currency ought to be established ; at least from 
ten to twelve theories exist on the subject. 

We have not space to enter into the various notions which prevail as 
to the principles on which a paper currency ought to be grounded. Nei- 
ther iv this necessary, as some of them curry the impress of absurdity and 
impracticability on their very face. One of the most feasible schemes, on 
the first blash of the matter—though even to it, with the limited consi- 
deration we have been able to bestow upon it, we are not prepared to 
commit ourselves—one, we say, of the most feasible plans which have 
been proposed for establishing a healthier and safer system of currency is 
that: which was originally pat forward by Mr. T. Joplin in 1823, and 
which that gentleman has repeatedly brought before the public since that 
period, [na very able and intelligent pamphlet, entitled ** Our Monetary 
System,” which he bas published within the last few days, Mr. Joplin 
again brings under the consideration of the community the same system, 
with some slight modifications. We will allow Mr. Joplin, who, we 
ought to mention, is the author of various talented treatises and pamphlets | 
on similar subjects, to develope his views in his owa words. He pro- | 
poses —_ 

‘* 1. That on a certain day all the bank notes in the United Kingdom, | 
whether issued by private or joint-stock bauks, incluting those of the Banks | 
of Eagland and Ircland, shail become the current money of the realm, the 
same as the metallic currency. 

‘* 9. That parties holding them may receive cash for them at the Bank of | 
Eveland, or may obtain, from any of the banks by which they are issued, a 
draft, to be termed w bullion bill, upon the Baak of E sgiand for the amount 
of them ; for whiew draft, or bill, he may either receive coin or Bank of Eng- 
land notes, at his option; or he may present it to any other bank of issue in 
the kingdom, and reecive their notes for it. 

‘4, That notes received in purchase of a bullion bill shall be cancelled ; 
and that sect bil, if aot paid in coin or ballion by the Bank of England, shall 
be paid by afresh issue of notes, either by the Uank of Eagiand, or by any | 
other bank of issue in England, Ireland, or Scotland, to which it may be | 
presented. | 














"4. That the Bank of Eogland shall purchase all bullion presented to it 
by a fresh issue of notes, or by a receipt, which shall be an order upon any 
other bank in England, Irelnnd, or Seotland, to which it shall be presented 
for payment, to be paid by a fresh issue of notes. 

"6. That ewoh bank shall become indebted to the Government for the | 
amount of its circulation, and such farther amount as may be wecessary for 
ite till, | 

“a. That'a Board of Commiasioners shall be established in London, to | 
settle and conduct the details of the plan, on such conditions, and with such 
powers, as Parliament shui determine.”’ 
wa Mr. Joplin then proceeds to make some explanatory observations, and | 
to point out the results which he conceives would flow from the adoption | 
of hie plan: — 

‘The weaeral proposition (se says) emraced in this plan is, that the | 
power of issuing notes at pleasure isto be taken from the banks by which | 
the currency is at present iesued, aod that hereafter there shall be wo altera- 
tion fa the amount of the circulation, except such as would be produced by 
wn importation and exportation of the precious metals, if the currency were 
metallic; aod this priaciple being adopted, the great abject will be . butined. 
I have proposed the arrangements with respret to bullion bills, &e., with a | 
view to siumplify the practical application of the principle ; bat any other ar- 
rangement owy be equally well adopted that shall appear more convenient,

greatest objection to it is the complicated machinery by whieh Mr. Jop- | 
lin proposes to carry his views into effect. To make all the banks through. | 
out the country banks of issue, would, we apprehend, be attended with | 
great inconvenience, We doubt exeeedingly whether this part of Mr. 
Joplin's plsa would work with the regularity and prodace the beneficial 
results whiet he anticipates. Why, above all things, include the private | 
baaks among those on whom be woald confer the privilege of teeming | 
notes, whee it is clear that ja a very short time they will be all swallowed 
up by the joint-stock banks Private banks are obviously unsnited to 
the spirit of the age and the progress of commerce in this country, Would 
it BOL, moreover, be a mach more preferable plan to have one great go- 
vernment establishment, to he called a National Bank, which alone should | 
have the power of issuing notes, the iseues being, of course, made ander 
proper regulations This, it appears to us, would greatly simplify Che | 
thing; and ineure a far greater regularity in oer monetary system than 
could be effected by anyother plan i 

Me. Joptia docs not expressly state whether bis evstem of an improved | 
currency jaclades a recurreace to a small uote circulation. We presame | 
it does; “ora gouthoman of his tatelligence on the salject of our mone- 
tary system orast long before now have perceived thet withoat the re 
adoption of one pound notes, no plan for improving our currency can be 
effectual. 

Mr. Joptia’s pamphlet, ehich is pablished by Mr. Ridgway, appears 
at @ very seasonable moment. It cannot fail te attract aitentron, and it 
will certainly well reward the most cerefal couskleration which can be 
bestowed upoa it.

exploded at the and burned the man severely. This oceurrence naturally 
excited mueh surprise and suspicion amongst the workmen, who bad hitherto 
placed implicit confidence in the safety of the lamp, and I was immediately in- 
formed’of the fact by one of the proprietors who was most anxious to ascertain 
the cause ef such an unexpected and untoward event. Ooa careful examination 
of the lamp I /iscovered the accident to have uudoubted!y arisea from the 
cause I have alluded to, viz.—the imperfect connection of the wire-gauze 
cylinder with the lower partiof the lamp which had allowed the internal ex- 
plosion to pass uoder the edges of the cage, and thas to communicate with 
the inflammable mixture outside. Subsequently to this I have attended a 
lectare given te the members of a Mechanics’ Institution in this neighbour- 
hood by the well known chemical lecturer, Mr. Murray, and having acci. 
dentaliy observed in the corrse of the lecture, that an explosion took place 
during the experiments with the Davy Lamp, I was led to point out to Mr. 
Murray, at the close of the lecture, the defective method of its construction, 
and on examining the lamp ased by Mr. Murray on this occasion, it evidently 
appeared that the explosion during the lecture had arisen from that cause 
here referred to, and which Mr. Murray took the precaution to guard against 
in his future experiments. My prineipal object in troubling you with this 
communication is, that the atteation of lamp manufacturers and others may 
he called to this important source of insecurity, and that some method may 
thus be adopted to obviate this great evil, I would just sugvest, that could 
the cylinder be mace without a seam, it would, in part meet the difficulty of 
bringing the outer sarface of the gauze and the iuner face of the 

screw into closer contact, and if the lower edges were turoed further under, 
and the serew brought dead down upon their flat surface, a close joint might

SPECIFICATIONS OF RECENT PATENTS, 
{From the “ Inventors’ Advocate.’") 

Edward Oliver Manby, civil engincer, Swansea, Glamorgan, new method 
of manufactaring gas for the general purposes of i/lumination: Nov. 8th.— 
By this inveation, steam is introduced into the retort containing anthracite 
or stone coal, culm, charcoal, &c. 

The retort or closed vessel, about eight inches diameter, is placed verti- 
cally, and projects in front with an opening, for the purpose of taking away 
the coke from the lower end; the upper end where the coal, &c., is intro- 
duced, curves the coatrary direction to receive the funnet or hopper ; imme- 
diately over the retort is a bex or receptacle with a fl_age above, held down 
by a tripod ; at the bottom of this box is an emission pipe, reaching dowa 
the centre of the retort; the furnace is piaced round the retort, whieb is 
brought to red heat, when the small coal, added to one part slacked lime and 
nine silicious sand, with one clay to prevent caking, is put iato the retort red 
heat, and the lid is fastened or heid down by a tripod; the steam is now in- 
troduced from the boiler through a pipe at the lower end of the retort, and 
the generated gas passes into the emissioa pipe through the perfornted fine 
holes, when it is carried into the box or receptacle to the hydraulic cylinder, 
aod then to the gasometer. .

GEOLOGY OF THE MOON. 
{Prom the Atheneum.) 

Capt. Portlock, President of the Geological Society of Dublin, being of 
opinion that information as to the original condition of the surface of the 
earth might be obtained by an inquiry into the condition of some other 
planetary body, wrote to Dr. Robinson, of Armagh, on the subject ; the

My Dean Stn,-—My general notion is, that you are quite right in refer- 
ring to the moon as ev ce of the absence of weathering. The sharpness 


of its rocks and peaks is quite surprising ; for every angle and edge stick out | 


with a ruggedness that is, perhaps, the thing which first strikes aa observer 


with a sense of the wide difference between that globe and the earth. It |

Pat you are, | think, in error, when you infer from the great height of lunar 
mounteias, the probable quantity of the wearing down which our earthly 
peaks have suffered. The moon has less attractive force than belongs to our 
planet, so that the same elevating force would do about twenty times as much 
work ; and there is every reason to believe that the elevating forces were far 
more energetic. lndeed, I regard the appearance of the mooe as strong pre- 
sumption against Mr. Lyeli’s notion, that the energy of voicanic action is as 
powerful now as it was in the primeval epochs of our planet.
